The Highest point attalned by the thermometer
duripg the month was on the 2ist, when the mer-
cury stood at 57 degrees; and the lowest polnt on
the 11th and 18th, when It steosd at 506 degrees,
The range of the thermometer durfng the month
wia therefore 3o-h degrecd,  In May, 1560, the range
was beiween 55 and 42 degrees—i6 degrees—show-
fng the temperature of Inst month to have been
much more equable than that of the corresponding
month of lust year.
